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Miracle escape as car 
crashes into fen drain

A WOMAN escaped 
injury when her car 
plunged into a Fen- 
land drain. 

Alma Ryman was in 
her Kia Sorento with 
her pet dog Tilly when 
she lost control on mud, 
skidded through a barr¬ 
ier and plummeted into 
the water off Byall Fen 
Drove, near Chatteris. 

The accident happened 
close to where the Sixteen 
Foot Drain meets the Forty 
Foot Drain, at 9am last Friday 

Three passers-by stopped to 
help Mrs Ryman and her 
Yorkshire terrier from the 
partially-submerged car. 

Mrs Ryman, who cannot 
swim, described her ordeal to 
the Weekly News. 

She said: “The car spun on 
the road about 180 degrees - it 
was like driving on ice. I went 
in nose-first. I just thought, 
‘Oh well, it looks like I’m 
going to die’. I was more con¬ 
cerned about my dog.” 

Mrs Ryman, from Manea, 
was rescued by Jeff Pratt, 
who waded into the water up 
to his waist and took 10-year- 
old Tilly before returning to 
drag Mrs Ryman out of the 
drain. 

Mrs Ryman, who was on 
her way to see her daughter 
in Harlow, thanked Mr Pratt, 
who lives in Tipps End, near 
March. 

She said: “He’s an absolute 



hero and he’s saved my life. I 
cannot thank him enough.” 

Mr Pratt was aided by 
Denise Hicks and a woman 
called Melanie from Manea, 
and Mrs Ryman intends to 
call them all to thank them. 

She added: “You never 
think this sort of thing will 
happen to you, but I was 
surprised at how calm I was 
throughout. I never panick¬ 
ed.” 

Mrs Ryman’s husband 
Tony, with whom she runs 
Manea Agility Dog Club, was 
at home when his wife call¬ 
ed, shortly after the rescue. 
He said: “She just said, in a 
perfectly calm voice, ‘Tony, 
your car’s in the water, come 
and get me’.” 

Emergency services includ¬ 
ing the air ambulance were 
called to the scene but most 
were stood down when they 
realised Mrs Ryman was safe 
and well. 

There have been 30 
accidents involving people 
entering Fenland drains in 
the past six years - a third of 
them fatal.

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Warning over bogus ‘police officer’ call

Peat 
gives 
up old 
oaks 



DOZENS of bog oaks 
have surfaced on 
farmland in 
Cambridgeshire. 

One or two of the 
preserved timbers are 
often found when 
ploughing, but 
environmentalists are 
shocked at the 
emergence of about 30 
of the primeval oak 
trees in the Fen area. 
The bog oaks, which 
are oak timber 
preserved in wetland 
for thousands of years, 
are about two to three 
feet in diameter and 
can be up to 20 feet 
long. 

Brian Eversham, 
conservation director 
of Wildlife Trust 
Cambridgeshire said: 
“This is a glimpse of 
England’s primeval 
forest as these oaks 
were growing around 
the same time as the 
pyramids were being 
built two to three 
thousand years ago. 
“The peat of the Fens 


has preserved the 
ground, but over time 
peat has been blown 
away and has been 
oxidising and therefore 
revealed the trees.” 

He said the Fen’s level 


of peat was now at just 
four feet, which was 
why more than 30 bog 
oaks had been 
exposed. 

Chris Gerard, project 
manager of the Great 


Fen Project, said: “This 
is a brilliant discovery 
of how landscapes 
have changed since 
the past. However, it 
does show our peat 
soil is disappearing, 


which is a shame.” 
Owing to their size, bog 
oaks can often cause 
expensive problems for 
farmers when they are 
hit by farm machinery 
such as ploughs. 


Jail for escort who 
stabbed her client 


AN escort who repeatedly 
stabbed a client with a car¬ 
ving knife has been jailed for 
more than five years. 

Sarah Barker, 27, from Ely, knifed 
the married man at least seven times 
as he lay on his bed after they had 
consensual sex last July 

Barker was jailed for five years and 
four months at Northampton Crown 
Court last week after previously 
pleading guilty to wounding with 
intent. 

Sam Mainds, prosecuting, said Bar¬ 
ker had been working for the Phoenix 
Escort Agency for just 10 days when 
she stabbed the man, “Mr C”. 

The pair had consensual sex at his 
house but Barker went down to the 
kitchen, grabbed a carving knife and 
stabbed Mr C, who the escort firm 
described as a “brilliant customer” 
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Mr C suffered stab wounds to his 
back, a cut to his arm and a cut to his 
face, the court heard. Barker left the 
house as the injured man dialled 999. 

He was rushed to hospital where he 
later underwent surgery then spent 
nine days in hospital. 

Barker told police that Mr C 
reminded her of a man who had 
previously abused her. 

The court heard the victim was left 
with scars, suffered panic attacks and 
trouble sleeping, and had undergone 
counselling. 

Sentencing Barker, Judge Charles 
Wide QC said: “This is a very, very 
serious matter indeed. 

“The victim in this case was 
entirely vulnerable, at your mercy, 


quite unaware that he was about to 
be the victim of a sustained attack 
with a very serious weapon. 

“Lying on his stomach, his back 
exposed, you got the knife and you 
repeatedly stabbed him again and 
again. 

“He will always bear the scars of 
what you did to him.” 

But Judge Wide gave her credit for 
her early guilty plea and for 227 days 
already served. 

John Lloyd-Jones, defending, said 
Barker had suffered a difficult 
childhood. 

The court heard she was taken into 
care at the age of six months. 

She later suffered from depression 
and took an overdose in May last year 
after having an abortion and splitting 
up with her boyfriend. 

“She deeply regrets what happened 
and she knows why it happened.”

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Cash windfall helps to ease 
pain of 4.5pc tax increase

RESIDENTS in the Ely 
area facing a council tax 
increase of 4.5 per cent 
this year - despite earlier 
warnings that it could be 
as high as almost five per 
cent. 

In January, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC) - 
which is responsible for services 
such as planning, waste and 
recycling and housing advice - 
announced it was to increase 
council tax by 4.9 per cent, des¬ 
pite claims that it was making 
“stringent savings”. 

And Cambridgeshire County 
Council (CCC) - which caters for 
services including education, 
social care and transport - was 
expected to raise it by 4.7 per 
cent. 

But ECDC has managed to sec¬ 
ure £39,260 of a £100million 
package announced by Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown to help 
local authorities battle through 
the recession, 

That sum, together with an 
additional £12,000 left over from 
the axed Angel Drove Park and 
Ride scheme, saw councillors 
throw out plans for a 4.9 per cent 
hike and settle with a less pocket¬ 
draining 4.5 per cent. 

The increase will add around 
£52 to the annual bill for people 
living in a Band D property, with 
the cost of services from town 
and parish councils and police 
and fire services added on top. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
ECDC, said: “The recession has 
hit the district hard and I make 
no apologies for saying that we 
have had to make very difficult 
decisions. 

“But when we receive a 
windfall payment from Govern¬ 
ment, it is important not to waste 
it on one big initiative or folly. 
That is why we reduced our 
council tax increase.” 

Council chiefs have also dec¬ 
ided to use £5,000 to review the 
region’s local transport system, 
including much-needed dial-a- 
ride services. 

Cllr Brown added: “We have 
decided to do a detailed review of 
transport to see what we can do 
to make sure those who live in 
rural areas are not left isolated. 

“These are going to be very 
testing times but if we are prud¬ 
ent and work hard, we can get 
through this.”

140 hours of unpaid work. 

Judge Jacobs told May: 
“When I was representing 
people like you 10 years ago the 
judge would’ve put you straight 
in prison for 15 months.”

Study plan hatched to 
keep an eye on ducks 


ELY’S controversial water- 
fowl population has come 
under the spotlight again. 
The city’s infamous muscovy 
ducks are renowned for causing a 
flap among residents and tourists 
- with complaints about 
everything from the mess they 
make to them snatching food 
from toddlers’ hands. 

But now the chunky red-billed 
ducks, which originate from 
America and Mexico, are to 
become the subject of a new 
project. 

David Ewbank, of Egremont 
Street, Ely, plans to study the 
birds’ breeding habits in a bid to 
find out more about their 
presence in the city. 

He said: “Ely is unique in the UK 
and maybe even the whole of 
Europe in that it has a self-sus¬ 
taining group of muscovy ducks. 
“These birds have been present 
since at least 1980 yet not much 
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has been done to find out more 
about them. 

“I have been counting them over 
the winter and a total of around 
50 birds have been reduced to 
around 30. This has prompted me 
to study their breeding habits and 
if anyone knows where there is an 
active nest, either in their garden 
or elsewhere, I would be grateful 
to hear about it. 

“Data such as nest site, a des¬ 
cription of the nest, the number of 
eggs and if any hatch - the 
number of chicks and the date 
when they hatched, would be 
extremely helpful.” 

The study is a far cry from the 
controversy surrounding the birds 
this time last year. East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council oiled 
the ducks’ eggs in a bid to kill the 
unborn chicks and reduce the 
population - a move that caused 


uproar among bird lovers in the 
region. 

Long-time duck defender Eddie 
Holden, of Ely Road, Little Down- 
ham, said: “This new study is a 
good idea and I think it could find 
out some interesting things about 
how the birds arrived in Ely and 
continue to thrive here.” 

Liz Knox, head of the council’s 
environmental health team, 
confirmed there were no plans to 
oil the birds’ eggs this year. 

She said: “It will be interesting to 
hear the results of the study into a 
breed of ducks which so divide 
local opinion. 

“As it stands, we have no plans to 
curb the breeding habits of the 
muscovies but we will continue to 
monitor the situation to ensure 
the ecology of the riverside 
remains diverse.”

“I noticed the store 
has been empty all 
week but do not

He said: “Fundraising for the new hut 
has been ongoing for the last two years 
and we have managed to raise around 
£ 20 , 000 . 

“This council grant is absolutely 
fantastic news and puts us in a good 
position to meeting our target. 

“The committee has also applied for a 
£100,000 lottery grant and £40,000 from 
WREN, so we should make it. 

“The next stage is to continue re¬ 
designing our plans so that we can 
hopefully get them passed and give the 
town’s youngsters what they deserve.” 

The committee is expected to submit 
a new planning application by April.

Call to fill empty shops 


THE impact of the deepening 
recession is evident for all to 
see as an ever-increasing 
number of shops go out of 
business. 

Now the Local Government 
Association (LGA) says high 
streets risk becoming “ghost 
towns” unless urgent action 
is taken to fill the empty 
shops, either with new busi¬ 
nesses or community pro¬ 
jects. 

Margaret Eaton, LGA 
chairman, said: “Rows of 
boarded-up shops are a sad 
reflection of the recession. 
Not only do they signal a local 
economy in decline, they also 
become a hotspot for anti¬ 
social behaviour and drag 
down the whole feel of an 
area. 

“Decisive action must be 


taken to stop our high streets 
turning into ghost towns. The 
best option is for new or 
existing businesses to move 
into empty premises. 

“Empty shops could pro¬ 
vide a range of services to 
benefit people during the 
recession. Be it an inform¬ 
ation centre or a bring-and- 
buy sale, these things could be

Traffic chaos on way 
without new bypass 


Sir, I have just read the excellent 
letter from Les Walton in last 
week’s Weekly News (Ironic 
decision on funding for bypass). 

I cannot agree with him more 
but I would like to add a few 
observations. 

The East of England Regional 
Assembly (EERA) is an un¬ 
elected body that costs millions 
of pounds a year to run. It was 
set up by John Prescott as 
another tier of expensive 
beauracratic nonsense. 

EERA has accepted re¬ 
consideration of the Mereham 
issue, although it was submitted 
after the deadline. Also, it had 
been rejected by a three-month 
inquiry and the Secretary of 
State - the full democratic 
process. 

I have asked EERA to advise me 
when they are debating 
Mereham and they seem unable 
to advise me? They also appear 
unable to allow me or fellow 
anti-Mereham voters to address 
them if the issue is being 
discussed. 

It cost Cambridgeshire county 
and East Cambridgeshire district 


councils about £250,000 of 
council taxpayers’ money to 
fight the Mereham issue and 
now it will cost more of that 
precious commodity to fight it 
again! 

I have asked EERA to advise me 
of the allowances/remuneration 
levels enjoyed by members and 
to date I have not received a 
straight answer. 

The lack of an Ely southern 
bypass will cause a large 
increase in traffic on the Soham, 
Wicken, Stretham, Wilburton, 
Haddenham and Earith route 
and this will be particularly 
evident when the A14 roadworks 
start and Northstowe comes on 
line. 

I am reliably informed that within 
about six or seven years, 
increased rail traffic in Ely will 
cause the level crossing to be 
closed for about 55 minutes in 
each hour. 

Lancaster Way is due to expand 
and should create more local 
jobs. It will also create the need 
for extra vehicle movements and 
a level crossing at Ely that is 
only open for five minutes in 


each hour - without a southern 
bypass - will be a recipe for 
gridlock. 

Vehicle stacking is not the 
answer. The only solution is a 
bypass that either goes over or 
under the river/railway lines and 
provides a direct link from the 
A10 to the Ely-Stuntney road - a 
southern bypass. 

Central Government should stop 
forcing this area to accept 
massive increases in housing 
and at the same time allowing 
their EERA to deny us the 
southern bypass. 

I my opinion, we should not 
have large increases in housing 
without the infrastructure, 
schools, open spaces, roads 
and, vitally, extra top quality 
jobs to sustain the area. 

We cannot allow East 
Cambridgeshire to be a political 
football to be kicked and kicked 
again.

We’re tightening belts, councils must too 


Sir, Last week I welcomed the 
Government’s announcement 
that Fenland District Council and 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
will be compelled, by law, to 
reveal the pay and conditions of 
their highest earners. 

The release of this data should 
be welcomed by council 
taxpayers across Fenland as a 
step towards greater 
transparency, encouraging open 
debate over whether such high 
wages are justified. 

Councils have too often hidden 
behind data protection 
legislation to avoid the public 


discovering the full extent of the 
salaries, bonuses, pensions and 
pay-offs of their council’s 
highest earners. 

From the data currently in the 
public domain, there are over 
186 council workers with a 
remuneration package above 
£50,000 a year across Fenland 
District and Cambridgeshire 
County Council, an increase of 
1,400 per cent over the last 
decade. 

The cumulative cost of this 
increase has now surpassed 
£10 million, with wages for our 
highest council officials 


increasing at four times the local 
market rate. 

As families across Fenland are 
being forced to tighten their 
belts with yet another council 
tax increase, the Conservative 
district and county council 
should finally recognise that 
these levels of top level pay are 
both unfair and unsustainable.

A DRUG dealer who 
stashed heroin wraps 
in Kinder eggs has 
been jailed for three 
years. 

Ann Lupton, 44, was spot¬ 
ted in the street by police, 
who suspected she might be 
about to embark on a drugs 
deal, Cambridge Crown 
Court was told. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said Lupton tried to run off 
but was “rugby tackled” by 
the officers. 

During the scuffle, Lupton 
dropped a Kinder egg con¬ 
taining 11 wraps of heroin. 

A mobile phone and £60 
cash were seized. Another 
four wraps of heroin were 
found in a vehicle nearby 

When her home in St Pet¬ 
er’s Road, March, was sear¬ 
ched, empty Kinder eggs, 
scales, cash and heroin were 
found. 

Lupton was arrested and 
interviewed, saying the 11 
wraps belonged to her. 

She said she bought 30 
wraps for £70 - she had used 
some of them but swallowed 
others when she was app¬ 
roached by the officers. 

Ms Walker said the street 
value of the drugs was bel-

ieved to be in the region of 
£10 a wrap, giving a total of 
£150. 

Steven Gray, mitigating, 
said although Lupton had 
been previously convicted of 
possession with intent to 
supply relating to crack 
cocaine in 1992, she had 
since then been dealt with 
solely in relation to 
possession. 

Mr Gray said Lupton was 
“a long-standing heroin 
addict” for more than 20 
years. 

At a previous hearing, 
Lupton had pleaded guilty to 
one count of supplying class 
A controlled drugs, one 
count of possession of class 
A controlled drugs with 
intent and one count of 
possession of class A 
controlled drugs. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
told her: “You were caught 
fairly and squarely red- 
handed dealing class A 
drugs for cash.” 

He sentenced her to three 
years in prison. As part of 
her release conditions she 
must take part in a drugs 
rehabilitation programme.

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Couple’s plea to sort out 
smell as pollution returns 


A POLLUTED ditch which has 
made a couple’s quiet village life 
a “nightmare” was contamin¬ 
ated by a local commercial 
company it has been confirmed. 

In January the Weekly News reported 
how Geoff and Julie King, of Straight 
Furlong, Pymoor, had considered 
moving, saying their lives were being 
ruined by the rotten smells coming from 
a dyke at the bottom of their garden. 

The pair, who have lived in the village 
for 25 years, spent all last summer with 
their windows and doors closed because 
of a foul stench surrounding their bung¬ 
alow 

The couple were relieved when the 
company responsible for the pollution 
was prosecuted by the Environment 
Agency (EA) and the odour disapp¬ 
eared. 

But now they are again calling for 
action after the smells returned earlier 
this year. 

Mr King, 56, said: “We have grown to 
hate the way we have to live after 25 
happy years in our village. The atro¬ 
cious smells have made our lives a 
miserable nightmare. 

“Officers from the Environment 
Agency have been out and tested the 
water and have told me that the poll¬ 
ution, as it was previously came from a 
commercial business.

“I just hope the appropriate action is 
going to be taken so that this pollution 
stops once and for all - we cannot live 
another summer like last year.” 

Cllr Anna Bailey who represents the 
Downham villages ward on East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, also joined 
the couple’s battle to get the stench 
sorted. 

The EA has confirmed that a comm¬ 
ercial company is responsible for the 
pollution. But a spokeswoman added 
that investigations are ongoing. 

She said: “Following an investigation 
in the area of the ditch, officers ident¬ 
ified a potential commercial source of 
pollution and have been working with 
the company to rectify the situation. 

“Remedial work has since been 
undertaken, removing the polluting 
matter to allow normal flow to return. 

“Working practises have been 
improved on site as a result of agency 
guidance and together we are looking at 
what infrastructure changes can be 
made for the long-term benefit of the 
area. 


“In terms of the pollution itself, the 
agency is considering what follow-up

Pledge over 
new housing 

DEVASTATED residents being forced 
to move out of their homes are being 
assured they will have their “housing 
needs” assessed before action is 
taken. 

The Weekly News reported last 
month how people living in Walsing- 
ham Way and West Fen Road, Ely, are 
being evicted from their houses after 
controversial plans were approved to 
bulldoze them and put flats in their 
place. 

Hereward Housing will demolish 
the properties to make way for 28 flats 
and those affected are being offered 
the flats or alternative sheltered 
housing accommodation. 

The move comes after the housing 
association won its appeal to the 
planning inspectorate - a decision 
marking the “end of the road” for 
those who fought against the plans 
for the last three years, according to 
the city’s mayor, Cllr Sheila Friend- 
Smith. 

A spokesman for the housing assoc¬ 
iation said no eviction would take 
place without residents’ needs first 
being considered. 

The spokesman said: “Following 
last week’s approval, we have written 
to all residents affected. 

“We have explained to them that we 
would like to meet with them to 
discuss our plans and listen to any 
concerns they may have. 

“We will be assessing their 
individual housing needs before 
looking at suitable alternative 
accommodation and rest assured we 
will continue to involve residents at 
all stages.”

Six lose jobs 
as shop shuts 


SIX jobs have gone in Ely after 
administrators of shoe chains 
Barratts and PriceLess ann¬ 
ounced store closures last 
week. 

Parent company Stylo, based in 
Bradford, called in administrators 
Deloitte on February 17. It was ann¬ 
ounced that Stylo’s management team, 
led by chairman Michael Ziff, would 
be buying the chains, but keeping only 
selected stores open. 

It means 2,500 jobs will be lost with 
220 store closures across the UK - 
including six at the PriceLess shop in 
Ely, seven in PriceLess in St Neots and 
four in the concession store in Bay 
Trading in Cambridge. 

However, 3,000 jobs will be saved 


across the country - including 10 in 
Barratts in The Grafton in Cambridge 
and four in the concession store in the 
city’s Dorothy Perkins. 

Neville Kahn, Deloitte partner and 
joint administrator, said: “Due to 
short-term financial difficulties and 
the long-term outlook, the store 
portfolio was deemed to be too large, 
unable to generate sufficient profits. 

“As a result, the remaining 220 
stores will be closed imminently with 
the regrettable loss of 2,500 jobs.” 

He added: “We will be working 
closely with the Redundancy Pay¬ 
ments Office and Job Centre Plus to 
provide support for all staff, which will 
include a fast- track process for paying 
redundancy entitlements.” 


Hurt pride for young boarders 


A SCHOOL snowboard¬ 
ing trip to Austria ended 
in injury for several 
pupils. 

More than 40 young¬ 
sters at Soham Village 
College went on a snow¬ 
boarding trip to St 
Oswald during half 
term. Four sustained 


serious wrist injuries 
after falling on the 
snowy slopes, with sev¬ 
eral more nursing cuts 
and bruises. 

Headteacher Carin 
Taylor said: “They were 
taught not to fall on 
their hands but on their 
forearms in order to 


land safely, but not all of 
them managed to do 
this. But they had a 
fantastic time. 

“We’ve had ski trips 
before, but this was the 
first time we’ve done a 
snowboard trip and 
everyone really enjoyed 
it.”

2. Last minute: Be aware of 
when you confirm your

Three months is a 
good benchmark if you can 
hold your nerve. 

3. Put it in writing: If you 
really have your heart set 
on a venue but others are 
holding the same date, 
simply make the venue an 
ultimatum - offer to sign 
the contract and pay the 
deposit there and then. 
Most venues will still, out of 
courtesy, want to contact 
the other couple, but at least 
you have made it clear that 
you are serious. 

4. Join the club: When 
choosing your venue don’t 
forget to look at private 
members clubs. They are 
often unused by members at 
weekends and so offer 
competitive private hire 
rates. 

5. Take advantage: Make 
full use of the venue’s staff 
and their expertise, as well

Brain unit may 
bring new jobs 

PLANS to transform a 
former hotel into a 
specialist brain injury 
unit could bring 150 new 
jobs to Soham. 

David Lidford, the owner 
of Soham Lodge Hotel, 
has been approached by 
a specialist care team 
interested in the site as 
an acquired brain injury 
unit for children and 
young people. 

The unit would help 
people aged 16-35 who 
had suffered brain 
injuries following car 
accidents or other 
incidents and would 
cater for around 20 
people at different stages 
of rehabilitation.

No charges over triple road fatality 


THE deaths of three 
Latvians who were 
killed in a head-on 
crash were accidental, 
a coroner has ruled. 

The workers, who 
all lived in Wisbech, 
were returning home 
from a packaging 
factory when the 
Toyota MPV people 
carrier - containing 
seven Eastern Europ¬ 
ean workers - was 
involved in a collision 
with a Scania skip 
lorry. 


The accident happ¬ 
ened on the A141 at 
Dock Bridge near 
Chatteris on July 24 . 

Five people in the 
car were not wearing 
seatbelts including 
two of the passengers 
who died, an inquest 
heard. One of these, 
Mihails Bazanovs, 28, 
was thrown out of the 
car into a water-filled 
drain. 

All three died at the 
scene of multiple in¬ 
juries. 


They were Dainis 
Drevins, 34, and Alek¬ 
sandrs Puzanskis, 46. 

The skip driver - 
Dennis Ellingham, of 
Danbury, Chelmsford 
- escaped without in¬ 
jury. 

The Toyota driver, 
Latvian Jevgenijs 
Samohins, who was 
also living in Wis¬ 
bech, suffered severe 
injuries and is still in 
hospital, the inquest 
at Wisbech heard last 
week. 


In giving his ver¬ 
dict, David Osborne, 
deputy coroner for 
north east Cambridge¬ 
shire, said there was 
conflicting evidence 
of the sequence of 
events leading up to 
the crash but was 
satisfied “accident” 
was the proper ver¬ 
dict. 

Neither of the driv¬ 
ers will face any char¬ 
ges in relation to the 
crash, police confirm¬ 
ed after the inquest.

A COUNCIL has joined the 
battle to prevent a historic 
courthouse being left to crum¬ 
ble into ruin. 

The Weekly News revealed in January 
that Ely Magistrates’ Court is set to be 
shut down temporarily this spring. 

From April 1, all court cases cur¬ 
rently heard at the centuries-old build¬ 
ing will be dealt with at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court instead. 

Her Majesty’s Court Service (HMCS) 
has decided to “mothball” the court¬ 
house as the number of cases being 
heard there has declined and it is only 
operating at a quarter of its capacity. 

The closure is being kept under 
review and any decision to perman¬ 
ently shut its doors can only be taken 
by Government ministers. 

But the decision caused uproar 
among residents and city councillors, 
with the mayor of Ely, Cllr Sheila 
Friend-Smith, insisting something be 
done to prevent the building from being 
left derelict. 

The mayor has even suggested using 
it as a multi-purpose building for the 
community, such as a museum or as a 
base for charity groups. 

Now East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is demanding assurances from 
HMCS that the courthouse will not be 
allowed to fall into ruin. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of the coun¬ 
cil, has written to the HMCS’s area 
director in a bid to find out what the 
authority is planning to do with the 
building. 

He said: “We are all appalled by the 
decision to close Ely Magistrates’ 
Court. 

“While we continue to lobby for the 
court to remain open we must plan for 
the future, and the worst thing that 
could happen to this historic building 
is for it to simply be mothballed for 
months and possibly years on end. 

“We want to know what plans HMCS 
has for the site - it is not good enough 
for it to stand there empty when it 
could be put to a much better use.” 

A spokesman for HMCS confirmed it 
has no plans for the courthouse while it 
is closed. 

Although he added: “We will con¬ 
tinue to manage and maintain the 
building while cases are not being 
listed there.”

Crackdown

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home.

Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller.

What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

THOSE of you with a long 
enough memory will also 
remember that back in the 
day a talented and dis¬ 
tinctly bonkers man by the 
name of Carlos Abarth 
spent many hours tuning 
the 500 - among other Fiat 
products - and went racing, 
writes Matt Joy. 

It takes a particularly twisted 
kind of genius to tune a 594cc 
engine, but it worked, and now the 
new 500 has been given a similar 
sting in its tail - and it wears the 
Abarth scorpion badge as a 
reminder. 

It’s hard not to get excited just 
by looking at the 500 Abarth. 
Where the standard car is un¬ 
questionably cute and endearing, 
the Abarth appears to have taken 
some self-defence lessons, been 
down the gym and picked up an in- 
yer-face attitude along the way It 
looks pumped up and ready for 
action, thanks to the chunky alloys 
and bodykit, but there’s still plenty 
of choice for customisation. 
Graphics, a choice of alloy wheels 
and roof decals are all available - 
though if you ask me, the side 
stripes are essential. 

There’s just as much fun to be 
had on the inside. There’s a pair of 
chunky sports seats, the steering 
wheel has a flattened bottom and is 
wrapped in leather, and there’s a 
smart roof lining and privacy 


glass at the back too. 

The Abarth 500 is far from all 
show and no go. Under the cutest 
bonnet in motordom lies the 1.4- 
litre turbocharged petrol unit 
you’ll also find in the Grande 
Punto Abarth. Here it pumps out 
135bhp and 1521b ft of torque - 
only in Sport mode though, but 
more of that later. It’s that torque 
figure that makes the difference, 
and the unit’s turbocharged 
characteristics perfectly suit the 
Abarth’s fiery nature. The grunt 
starts to make its presence felt 
from low down in the revs, but 
keep the throttle pinned and it 
scoots round to the rev limiter 
with impressive vigour and a keen 
rasp from the exhaust. 

That’s only half the story 
though. The Abarth 500 has not 
abandoned its frugal heritage in 
the transformation to baby hot 
hatch. The key is the Sport button, 
fitted as standard and located on 
the dash. In the Normal default 
mode, the engine delivers only 
1321b ft of torque, and the pod- 
mounted rev counter flashes at you 
when you reach the optimal gear- 
change point for economy. All that 
helps it to achieve 43.4mpg on the 
combined cycle and a not- 
unreasonable 155g/km of C02. But 
punch that button and you get the 
full corral of horses, the steering 
is heavier, the throttle responds 
more clearly - and the rev counter 
now flashes at you when you reach 
the red line. 


The chassis is 
there to back it up 
too. The expected 
stiffer springs and 
dampers are 

present and 

correct, and while 
the occasional 
bump reminds 
you of just how 
stiff it is, it’s far 
from intolerable 
and the Abarth is 
still fine to use 
every day. It also 
pays off when you 
head off-piste. The 
lack of mass and firm set-up 
means the Abarth dives into 
corners with glee. The steering is 
much weightier in Sport mode too, 
and some clever technology in the 
form of Torque Transfer Control 
helps the Abarth scoot out of the 
bends with the minimum loss of 
traction. 

That’s not the end of the story 
either. An extra £2,500 on top of 
the standard price will secure you 
the esseesse pack - a tuning kit 
fitted by the dealer at any time in 
the first 12 months after purchase 
that pushes the engine output to 
160bhp, adds 17-inch alloys with 
high-spec Pirelli tyres, better 
brakes, stiffer suspension and tyre 
pressure monitoring. It turns the 
Abarth into a real rocket - plus it 
comes in its own branded crate, 
which is worth it for the geek- 
factor alone. 


Basically... 

The Abarth 500 is more than 
capable of attracting the modest 
numbers that Fiat expect to sell. It 
has a couple of obvious rivals, the 
Mini Cooper being one of them, 
but given that the Abarth is the 
new kid on the block, has the style 
and the performance as well as the 
cache of that historical badge, it 
may just be at the top of the most 
wanted list.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far. 

To find a reliable garage, motorists should look to the RMIE 
A member will be able to advise you on the type of service you need, and will be able to 
point out potential problem areas before they arise, or become serious. In fact, whether you 
want to buy or sell a new or used car or motorcycle, service or repair your existing vehicle, 
find an auction house, or a cherished number plate dealer, the RMIF will be able to help you.
